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Responsibility Needed on Of Bonds, Taxpayers Group Say
Campus, Fredericks Says

Realtor Fred Fredericks 
Republican candidate in the 
67th Assembly District, has 
called for academic respon­ 
sibility coupled with aca­ 
demic freedom on the cam­ 
puses of California's col­ 
leges and universities.

Fredericks, speaking at 
the opening of his headquar­ 
ters in llardena. said he is 
-appalled at student viol­ 
ence and the permissive atti­ 
tude of our school adminis­ 
trators."

"If civil disobedience was 
not condoned, it would not 
exist." the Republican can­ 
didate said. "1 believe aca­ 
demic freedom must be cou­ 
pled with academic respon­ 
sibility."

FREDERICKS al«o issued 
the following statement out­ 
lining his position on issues 
facing the district, state, and 
nation.

"1 support tuition for 
those who can afford it. and 
a loan program for those 
who cannot. The alternative 
to this is higher and higher 
taxes. I strongly oppose al­ 
lowing felons and revolu­ 
tionaries such as Kldridge 
Cleaver and Rap Brown to 
speak nn our campuses, 
shout obscenities, and dis­ 
tort the fertile minds of 
our young adults. 1 believe 
that the term of office for 
the Regents of our Univer­ 
sity system should be re­ 
duced from 16 years to 8 
years.

"I support the right of 
law-abiding citizens to own 
and bear arms. If I had been 
an Assemblyman last June. 
1 would have strongly op­ 
posed the Shoemaker Bill 
which almost gave the State 
of California the most strin­ 
gent gun control law in the 
nation. My opponent's rec­ 
ord shows that he voted for 
gun control five times, and 
has never voted against it. 
contrary to his public 
claims. I support, however, 
strong penalties for armed 
violators of the law.

"I SUPPORT a new con­ 
cept in welfare Our present 
program is ill-conceived, 
over-financed *ml incffec-
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tive. There are currently 
over 1.200.000 Californians 
on welfare at a time when 
employment is at an all-time 
high.

"I support a welfare pro 
gram which would encour­ 
age recipients to become re- 
sponsible. productive citi­ 
zens, instead of the present 
program which encourages 
recipients to become de­ 
pendent, often for genera­ 
tions. We must cease attri­ 
buting our problems to our 
environment, and learn once 
again to exercise individual 
responsibility.

"I support Senate Bill 115 
which would cut aid to wel­ 
fare recipients who missed 
their community works proj­ 
ects or training programs 
without good reason. This 
bill, a step in the direction 
of eliminating free-loaders, 
was opposed by my oppon­ 
ent who appears to condone
laziness. • • •

"I OPPOSE the recent re­ 
duction of penalty for mari­ 
juana violators from a fel­ 
ony to a misdemeanor. 1 
also opixjse leaving this de­ 
cision to the discretion of 
the courts, who do not now 
enforce current narcotics 
legislation to prevent fur­ 
ther corruption of our 
youth

"The time has com* for us

to support our police depart. 
ments morally as well as fi­ 
nancially in facing the tur­ 
moil of the times. Potential 
law-breakers should he put 
on notive that destruction of 
property and violence will 
not be tolerated.

"Ml laws, unfortunately.
<- not just; and racial in-

.^tices do exist. But we are 
a nation of law. and we have 
made provision for peaceful 
protest and proper channel 
for orderly change.

"We suffer from a defi­ 
nite lack of leadership in 
even- area of life. It is time 
that honest men stood up to 
be counted, and help restore 
respect for our American 
Way of Life." concluded 
Fredericks

SACRAMENTO — The 
California Taxpayers Assoc­ 
iation iCTA> has charged 
that if Proposition 9. the 
so-called Watson amend­ 
ment to the state constitu­ 
tion, should pass, more than 
$5 billion in bonds already 
authori;ed by the voters can­ 
not be sold.

The association also claim- 
rd that any bonds approved 
by the voters between Sept. 
3 and Nov. 5. also could 
not be sold. The voters are 
scheduled to decide on $3.2 
billion in bonds during elec­ 
tions set by school districts, 
water districts, sewer dis­ 
tricts and cities during that 
period.

The CTA also claimed that 
the taxpayers will pay extra 
whether Proposition 9 pas­ 
ses or not because some dis­

tricts are flooding the bond 
market now with previously 
!>asseo issues, in an attempt 
•o have them sold he'nre 
the Nov. 5 vote on the 
amendment.

The Watson initiative, the 
taxpayer* •ssoctatmn said, 
will limit the state's bond­ 
ing to '20 per rent of as­ 
sessed value or SOB billion 
based on the 196B figures. 
At the end of I !)B7 the 
state owed $44 billion on 
bonds and local government 
had a bonded debt of $9 7 
billion. Since then many 
more bonds have been sold.

The panic selling of 
bonds, the CTA said, results 
in higher interest costs and 
the taxpayers will be paying 
that cost over a period of 
many years.

Although bonds already 
sold exceed the bond limit?. 
placed by Proposition 9 I" 
more than .V) per cent, tlir 
voters have approved salr 
of another 50 per rent 
$5.274. l.lfl.300 in bonds

The authorizations may g« 
much higher than the $5 3 
billion, sinre voters will de
